a saloon waitress, lias not entertained such 
views, but during the time she had her 
sister in charge in San Francisco, jealously 
guarded her from bad associations. The 
murder was one of the most revolting and 
cruel on record, and is fully equal in its 
sensational details to any of those reported 
from time to time in other sections of the 
country. The stigma should not attach to 
this State of the murderer being permit­ 
ted to escajie. 
Here is an instance in 
which the value of a State constabulary is 
demonstrable. The murder of the young 
girl takes place in a mountain county ; the 
local officers cannot 
act without the 
liounds of that county except they follow 
the murderer at their own expense; they 
are not probably skilled in the search for 
criminals; they have no fund at command 
to meet the inevitable expense related to 
following up the trail of a lieeiug crimi­ 
nal. 
But a State constabulary located at 
widely separated points, in close commu­ 
nication with each other and all peace 
officers, empowered to call to their assist­ 
ance the officers of any county they enter, 
and given authority to proceed to any part 
of the State, or out of the State if need lie, 
would be on the track of the murderer and 
have the avenues of escape barred within 
three hours after the discovery of the 
crime. Some day we will establish such a 
system for the detection of crime and the 
pursuit of criminals. There is no State in 
the Union that so much needs it, because 
of the vast expanse of our territory and 
the sparsely settled condition of the coun­ 
ties of the valleys and the mountains. 


P roba dly the majority of the people of 
this day fancy that the slavery of the 
world is decreasing, and that as for the 
slave trade, it is really a tradition—out­ 
side of the Arab slaving. 
But as a mat­ 
ter of fact, the slave trade is on the in­ 
crease, and the nation that is most pro­ 
moting it is one of the most enlightened of 
the earth—France. The English Consul 
at Zanzibar recently officially reported that 
there is a marked increase in the slave 
traffic carried on under the French flag. 
Ships of the pattern peculiar to the sec­ 
tion, and hearing the French colors, are 
now daily departing from the Comoro 
Islands, Mayotta and Madagascar, to load 
with slaves. The English Blue Book last 
put out admits that the traffic in human 
flesh is on the increase, and that the ad­ 
vance of Christianity and of civilizing in­ 
fluences have failed to put an end to the 
horrible business. 
How do these facts 
tally with our boast that this day is better 
than yesterday, or of any hour of the past ? 
W hat are the enlightened nations about, 
that they sit idly by and permit the most 
unholy of all traffics to exist, without even 
so much as a protest? Here is a business 
conducted with rapine, murder and the 
most atrocious cruelty, and it is carried on, 
too, under the flag of a people that claim 
to be the most polite, refined and humane 
of any upon the earth. Is it not the pres­ 
ent duty of other nations to warn this pre­ 
tentious one that its colors must cease to 
afford protection to a crime that humanity 
abhors and the laws of nations condemn ? 


OUR SUNNY SLOFE. 


W e a th e r In d ica tio n s for To-D ay.

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T h e result in Pennsylvania of the vote 
on prohibition is precisely what was to 
have been expected. “High license” has 
been such a splendid success in that State, 
that no one who has been observant of the 
public sentiment, 
has entertained any 
doubt ol the outcome of the election of 
Tuesday. 
In the city of Philadelphia 
says the Record of that city, “High license” 
has done mere than its most ardent friends 
expected. 
That journal declares that it 
has taken the saloon out of politics; has 
abolished the “dive” completely; raised 
the city income two-fold and largely de­ 
creased its expenses; has reduced drunk­ 
enness fifty per cent.; lias stopped the sale 
of liquors to minors and drunkards; lias 
made streets, heretofore closed to women 
and children, safe and decent; has made 
all barrooms orderly ; has stopped brawl­ 
ing and gambling in saloons; has in­ 
creased the safety of property and the se­ 
curity of life, and in all material respects 
has bettered the city, lowered taxation 
and advanced values. All this reads like 
a lairv tale, and is scarcely possible of be­ 
lief. 
But the paper referred to assures us 
that the experiment has resulted in com­ 
plete success, and that the jieople, includ­ 
ing saloon-keepers, could not be induced 
to p u t with their new- law». 
These are 
facts that rise above, and superior to 
the realm of sentiment, and take their 
place in the ranks of economic truths 
that no people can aflord to ignore. Of 
course it must be understood that high 
license in Philadelphia does not mean 
merely a high price for the privilege of 
selling liquors at retail—it means also 
regulation, the limitation of the privilege 
of obtaining a license, limitation of the 
number of saloons, a bond for the keeping 
ol the conditions of the license, agreement, 
with an attaching penalty, not to sell to 
minors, etc. 
W hatever may he the senti­ 
ment entertained by any people concern­ 
ing liquor-selling, temperance or prohibi­ 
tion, the high license experience of Penn­ 
sylvania is an economic truth in the field 
of good government that Ls distinct from 
any sentiment whatever except that at­ 
taching to low taxation, good government, 
order and public progress. 
Under these 
■circumstances, and in the face of these 
facts there is no re son for surprise what­ 
ever that prohibition was downed in Penn­ 
sylvania on Tuesday. 


O n Monday the jiolice of San Diego 
seized 70,000 lottery tickets in that city. 
But they were the representative swindles 
of a small concern known as the “ Little 
Louisiana ljottery.” 
W hile the police 
authorities are thus apparently active in 
enforcing the law, it is significant that 
they do not seize the tickets of the original 
Jacobs, the real Ixmisiana, and which are 
for sale everywhere in the city, and with­ 
out concealment. As a matter of fact, 
.this original concern, to which the officials 
are blind, gathers up and ships out of the 
State between two and three millions of 
dollars annually. The newspapers that 
record the seizure of tickets referred to 
are themselves dealers in 
the lottery 
swindles, since they lend their columns to 
them for coin, in the face of the law for­ 
bidding advertising in this State, in any 
form, of any lottery scheme. 
Of this 
flagrant violation of an express statute, 
there appears to be no knowledge on the 
part of the officers of the several cities 
and counties of the State. Their blissful 
ignorance of that which stares all other 
people in the face, is one of the amazing 
things of the present day. 
This indiffer­ 
ence of the executors of the law to its in­ 
fraction, is producing legitimate results— 
the lottery advertising craze increases, and 
now we have the sjiectacle of the San 
I- rancisco papers boldly presenting the 
claims of the Mexican lotteries, to the 
people of the State. 
Yesterday these 
Mexican thieving schemes were brazenly 
advertised in newspapers of the melrojiolis 
which are day by day demanding that 
offenders against the law of the land shall 
be punished, and which never tire of 
philosophizing upon the corruption and 
venality of the age, and the subserviency 
of officials to dangerous influences. 
We 
are a model jteople for consistency. 


T h e murder of the young girl, Flossie 
Lord, near Grass Valley, was a horribly 
brutal affair, and ought to cause such activ­ 
ity of search and prosecution as will tiring 
the man .Steward to justice sjieedily. The 
fellow followed the girl from San Fran­ 
cisco with the intention of working her 
ruin. 
She appears to have been an inno­ 
cent girl, and she in no way encouraged 
the advances of Steward. All the evi­ 
dences are that he attempted to abduct 
her; that she defended herself with a

FLO SSIE LORD. 


H er S ister N ettie a n d G eorge S tew ard 
C harged W ith a D eep Laid-IM ot. 


G r a ss V a l l e y , June 19th.—The murder 
of little Flossie Lord is the most sensational 
tragedy that has occurred in this vicinity 
for many years. While there are some 
who adhere to the theory of suicide, the 
majority of our people are of the opinion 
that the little girl just blossming into 
womanhood was murdered, and that in 
cold blood. 
There is a strong inclination on the part 
of the populace to visit vengeance upon the 
dastardly cur who took her innocent life. 
No stone will be left unturned to unravel 
the now almost impenetrable mvstery, and 
if the villain is caught the Courts of justice 
will not be called upon to try his case, but 
Judge Lynch will act 
with his usual 
promptness. 
The fact that no powder marks were 
found upon her face is evidence that at 
once precludes the possibility of sui­ 
cide, 
and 
that 
she 
fought for 
her 
life is 
evidenced by the two 
emptv 
chambers of her revolver and the bullet- 
holes in the side of the house and the 
wagon which stood some distance from it. 
Her father, a prominent member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, is frantic 
with grief, and he and his son declare that 
Flossie was a light-hearted and happy 
child, who had no occasion to be morose 
or melancholy, and they scout the idea of 
suicide. 
That there were those who intended to 
ruin her life or take it she had on several 
occasions stated, but no one could believe 
that such a villain did or could exist. 
The man whom it is intimated knows 
more about this horrible child-murder 
than would be safe for him to disclose is 
George Steward, who has an alias of 
Stevenson. He worked in this vicinity for 
a time and at his door is laid this awful 
crime. He is a boatman who has lived 
both in Oakland and San Francisco, and it 
is stated also that for a time he was a resi­ 
dent of Los Gatos. 


STORY OF THE SISTER. 
S an F ra n c isco , 
June 19th. — Officer 
Anthony was seen, and when asked about 
Flossie Lord, said: 
“About two mouths ago Chief Crowley 
received a dispatch from Grass Valley in­ 
quiring for a sixteen-year old girl named 
Flossie Lord, who bad left her home to 
come to this city. 
The case was given to 
officer Holbrook and myself, and after a 
short search we found her in her sister’s 
room, at 310 Third street. 
We placed her 
under arrest, and the next day put her 
on the train and sent her to her father's 
home. 
“She objected to being sent back, saving 
that her father maltreated her and did net 
provide for her decently.” 
“Do you know her sister?” 
“Yes. I do. She is a waitress in saloons, 
and is known among her associates as ‘Big 
Susie.’ She has worked in dance halls and 
saloons for about seven years, and is noted 
for her quarrelsome disposition. 
“A short time ago she had her hand 
badly cut, being struck by a man with a 
beer glass during a scuffle.” 
“Did Flossie work in the saloons when 
In the city?” 
“Not that I know of. I don't think that 
she went out nights, for I think her sister 
was keeping her in hiding.” 


FLOSSIE l o r d ’s SISTER. 
After a^ search through a number of 
saloons, Nettie Lord, or “Big Susie,” as she 
is familiarly known among her compan­ 
ions, was found in the saloon and bowling 
alley on the southeast corner of Kearny 
and JacksoD streets. She is not an attract­ 
ive woman, is fully five feet ten inches in 
bight, and when spoken to about her sis­ 
ter’s death did not betray any emotion, 
and at first pretended to know nothing 
about it. 
After a severe questioning she said ; “ I 
first heard of my sister’s death through the 
papers. About two months ago I received 
a letter from her stating that she was dis­ 
satisfied with her condition, and that she 
wished to come to this city to live. I im ­ 
mediately wrote to my father, offering to 
provide for her if he sent her to the city. 
“ He answered me, stating that if I sent 
her passage money he would allow her to 
come and live with me. 1 immediately 
sent up the money by telegraph, and he 
went to the telegraph office with my sister 
and had the order cashed. 
“As soon as she arrived here I took her 
to my room, at 340 Third street, where I 
fitted her out with new clothes and shoes. 
“ She stayed in town a few days, during 
which I took her around to see the sights 
in company with a number of friends. But 
during her entire stay she was not on the 
street out of my sight and was not in bad 
company. She was a perfectly innocent 
girl, and one that would be hard to lead 
astray. 
ARRESTED AND SENT HOME. 
“After she had been with me a short 
time my father changed his mind and sent 
a dispatch to Chief Crowley asking him to 
arrest Flossie and send her home. 1 did 
not expect anything of the kind, and was 
greatly surprised when I returned from 
work one night and found her missing. I 
went to the police station, and found that 
she had been arrested. She was sent to 
Grass Valley the next morning, bnt before 
she went she said that she would not re­ 
main, but that she would return as soon as 
possible.” 
“Have you heard from her since then ?” 
“Oh, yes, I wrote to her regularly. In 
her letters she said that she would leave 
home at her first chance.” 
“Do you know a man named Stevenson 
or Stephens ?’’ 
“There is a man named Stephenson in 
Grass Valley, but my sister was of a quiet 
and retiring nature; she did not associate 
with him.” 
“How long is it since you have heard 
trorn Flossie ?" 
"Well, let me see: I think it is about a 
week since I saw a fellow from there, who 
told me he had seen her and that she told 
him to tell me that she would soon be liv­ 
ing with me ag aiD , and that my father was 
not treating her right.” 
“What is the man’s name?” 
“ I don’t know his name. I think he 
went by the name of George.” 


GEORGE s t e w a r d ’s BOAST. 
“ How did he come to meet your sister 
at Grass Valley ?” 
“ He was 
working on Brockington’s 
ranch, which adjoins my father's place.” 
“ Was he well acquainted with Flossie?” 
" Oh, he just knew her slightly.” 
“ Where did be see her first?” 
“ He first met her when she was visiting 
this city. He was a boatman at the time, 
working for Fletcher, the boatman. I was 
acquainted with him, and got him to take 
us out boating on the bay. We made sev­ 
eral trips, among others we took a ride to 
Tiburón in a sailboat.” 
“ You say his name is George. Are you 
sure it is not George Stephens or Stephen­ 
son ?” 
“ 1 am sure it is n o t: bnt I think it is 
Steward." 
“ How did this man come to go to work 
on the Brockington ranch?” 
"Oh, he went up there soon after my 
sister went home. 1 guess it must be as 
much as six weeks since he went tip 
there." 
“ Is it not a fact that he went up there be­ 
cause he was in love with Flossie”” 
“ Y'es, I think that is what prompted him 
to go, but he is such a miserable, insignifi­ 
cant little man that Flossie would not care 
for bint, i am sure." 
At this point of the interview "BigSusie" 
wanted to stop, and became very guarded 
in her replies. Curiosity tempted another 
woman in the saloon to step within hear­ 
ing distance, and when the reporter again 
asked for ‘ George's’’ full name, "BigSusie” 
turned and asked her companion, and the 
woman replied : 
“ His name is George Steward, and he is 
a worthless scamp. He was here about a 
week ago, and stated that he would have 
Flossie away from home before the Fourth 
of July." 


SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES. 
Turning again to “ Big Susie” the re­ 
porter asked: "How long is it since you 
have seen Steward ?” 
“He left here a little over a week ago. 
He said at the lime that he was going back 
to his job at Brockitigton’s ranch, but that 
his real purpose was to entice Flossie away 
from home,” 


“Did you inform your father or Flossie 
of nis mission ?” 
“I did not. While Steward was at Grass 
\ alley he called upon my father and was a 
frequent visitor at the place.” 
“ When he left here, after coming from 
Grass Valley to see yon, did he not tell you 
and did you not know that he was going 
back there for no other purpose than to 
take your sister from her father's home ?” 
“I suppose that was the reason he was 
going back, but I did not think that he 
could influence Flossie, as I did not think 
she cared for him, and I had no idea that 
she would run away with him .” 
“Y’ou say that Steward intended to take 
your sister away. W hat did he mean to 
do with her ?" 
“O h! he was in love with her, and I 
think he wished to marry her.” 
“How old a man is he?” 
“He is nothing but a bov; he can't be 
over nineteen or twenty.” 
A number of other waitresses in the sa­ 
loon were interviewed. 
They were more 
frank than “Big Susie,” and were anxious 
to volunteer information. 


“ AN UNPRINCIPLED WRETCH.” 
They unanimously denounced Steward 
as “ an unprincipled wretch,” and said that 
he had bragged about the saloon that he 
would have her away from home before 
the Fourth of July. They united in stating 
that he left here for the purpose of getting 
the girl awav from home, and that his go­ 
ing to Grass \ alley to go to work was part 
ofthe conspiracy. 
\V hen asked if she knew where Steward 
is at present. “ Big Susie ” said that she did 
not, as she had not heard of him since he 
left here to go to Grass Valley a week ago. 
When informed that she was suspected 
of having sent Steward to Grass Valley to 
accomplish her sister’s ruin to spite her 
father, she seemed overcome, and with 
great emotion said : “ My God, what will 
they say next ? I have been misrepre­ 
sented by my father, and now they accuse 
me of conspiring against my innocent 
sister.” 
As the reporter was leaving the woman 
turned to him and said : “ Whatever you 
write do not say anything against the girl, 
for she was as innocent and puie as a 
child.” 
“ Big Susie” is also known under the 
name of Mrs. Riley, she having married a 
man by that name, but from whom she is 
now separated.

T h e D ecisio n o f th e Su p erior C ourt o f

Speaking of the growth of the industry 
of extracting the various alkaloids and 
resins from th e eucalyptus tree, a recent 
numlier of the London Globe says: 
Elab­ 
orate experim ents have been made in 
Rome by Senator Count Luigi Torrelli, 
and they deserve careful attention at the 
hands of wholesale m anufacturing chem­ 
ists. 
A 
num ber of tin pannikins were 
filled with pure spring water and various 
leaves, such as oak, orange, lemon and 
grass, immersed in them ; also eucalyptus 
leaves and bark. 
Gradually, but at vari­ 
ous intervals, the leaves and water showed 
signs of putrescence and had to be thrown 
away. 
The oak leaves preserve the water 
for some time, but the water in the panni­ 
kins with the eucalyptus leaves and bark 
remained perfectly palatable after the 
lapse of more than four months. 
The Count also placet! some meat in 
water with leaves of the eucalyptus glob­ 
ulus, and in another pan a piece of veal in 
plain water. A fter seventv-four hours it was 
found th at where the veal had been merely- 
soaked in water the meat had become 
putrid, and decomposed the water. 
The 
water iu the pan treated with eucalyptus 
leaves was colored, and had a slight 
smell and taste of leaves, but was quite 
good, and the meat was found in excellent 
preservation, and when cooked was eaten 
w ith much relish. 
The 
Count 
then 
wrapped some veal w ith a slight taint in a 
profusion of leaves of the eucalyptus glob­ 
ulus. 
A t the end of three or four hours 
he cooked the veal in the ordinary way, 
and it was pronounced excellent and ten­ 
der. 
Taking some m ountain m utton w ith a 
strong aud disagreeable m uttony smell and 
flavor, he wrapped it in eucalyptus leaves 
for three hours. 
The m utton was cooked 
and the objectionable taste had disap­ 
peared, though the meat had acquired a 
slight foreign flavor from the leaves. This 
aroma of eucalyptus, however, was liked 
by all those who tasted it. 
W e would 
now suggest th at these m arked antiseptic 
qualities seem to point to several ways in 
which purified eucalyptus extracts m ight 
be used w ith ettect.

Patrol 
Guard in the employ of the Fish Commis­ 
sion, lawyer W . A. Anderson and W . R.

to leave it to depart for some other place 
his baggage is seized.

Commissary of Police a sum equal to the 
amount of the claim and fight it.

E a rth q u ak e s, F loods am i F ires—T errib le 
Loss o f Lift* fro m (lie F o rm er. 
In the dreadful presence of the Johns­ 
town horror w ? seem to face the direst 
catastrophe of modern times. 
Awful to 
contemplate as it is, it is unfortunately not 
the conspicuous exception in the catalogue 
of disasters th at have overwhelmed thou­ 
sands at rem arkably numerous periods of 
history not by any means ancient. 
The 
comparatively frequent floods in China, 
when the mad river leaps bounds, are 
generally attended w ith frightful loss of 
life, owing the great density of population. 
A t the tim e of the hist flood there, w ithin 
two years, the extent of the reported 
drowned seemed fabulous; but any one 
provided w ith a book of dates may be 
astonished by the num ber of calamities 
surpassing in the destruction of hum an 
life the Johnstown deluge. 
The greatest danger, however, has not 
been from rampages of water, except with 
people dependent uj>on dikes for their se­ 
curity. 
1 hough there have been in­ 
numerable inundations in which inesti­ 
mable property has been destroyed, the 
average loss of lile lias l>een moderate com­ 
pared w ith the victims of earthquakes. 
Among the m ultitudinous earthquakes of 
modern times, a gloomy interest may be 
felt in the record of the most conspicuous. 
I11 their chronological order they were as 
follows: 
December 5, 1456, at Naples, 40,000 
persons were destroyed; December 26, 
1531, at Lisbon, 30,000; Ju ly 2, in Japan, 
several cities and thousands of lives de­ 
stroyed; Ju ly 30.1626, at Naples, 70,000; 
A pril 6, 1667, at Kagusa, 5,000; during 
three months, 1667, at Schamaki, 80,000; 
in September, 1693, in Sicily, 100,000; in 
.1703, at Jeddo, 200,000; May and June, 
1716, at Algiers, 15,000: November 30, 
1731, at Pekin, 100,000; October 28, 1746, 
at Lim a and Callao, 18,000; September’ 
1754, at G rand Cairo, 40,000; June 7,1755; 
at 
Kashan, Persia, 40,000; November 1, 
1755, at Lisbon, 50,000; February 4, 179?’ 
in the country lying between Santa Fe 
and Panama, 40,000; August 14, 1851, at 
Melfi, Italy, 14,000; December 16, 1 >57, at 
Calabria, Í 0,000; M arch 20, I860, at Men­ 
doza, South America, 7,000; August 13 and i 
15, 1S6S, iu Peru and Ecuador, 25,000. 
Among the most destructive inundations 
are those in A pril 17, 1421, when the sea 
broke over Dort, drowning 100,000 people; 
in 1530, when H olland was overwhelmed 
and 400,000 persons drowned, and in 1617, 
when 50,000 were drowned in Catalonia. 
There have been numerous floods in which 
as many as 1,000 persons were drowned, 
and those in w hich the loss of life was less 
are beyond record. 
Fires have been fatal to large numbers 
at times, but have been more httrtfid in 
working destitution upou masses than in 
the actual destruction of life. 
During the 
London fire of 1212 there were 3,000 lives 
lost, but that was through the drowning ol* 
the crowd driven into the water. 
T he 
forest fires of October, 1871, burning in 
M ichigan and Wisconsin were perhaps the 
most destructive of life in history, 2,000 
lives being lost. 
In the great Chicago fire 
of the same tim e there were but 200 lives 
reported lost, though it was impossible to 
ascertain w hether th a t was the maximum 
figure. 
Losses of from ten to 100 lives 
have been only too numerous, and the 
burning of the famous R ing T heater was 
the most fatal among the many theater 
calamities. 
Floods and earthquakes áre 
the principal m aterial agents of destruc­ 
tion against which man is unable surely to 
fortify himself. 
They have been the chief 
evils of all history except the Asiatic epi­ 
demics which have swept over portions of 
the earth at very great intervals. 
I n this 
country, however, only the horrors of war 
have equaled the appalling force of the 
Johnstown event.
